Preliminary examination of 
Lewis will be conducted the last 
of thie week. Arce, who died in 
the County Hospital in Los An- 
geles, was never able to describe 
his assailant. He remained 
conscious from the time the blow 
was struck until he died on the 
6th inst. 

Lewis, said to be a driver for a 
rapid transit company, resided at 
509% Hermosa avenue, Hermosa 
Beach. The arrest followed a quiet 
investigation by Chief of Police 
Henry and Officer Kiracofe.

Report of Liquor Substitute Sale and Road Jaunis 
Stirs Parents to Exercise of Authority 


[EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH] 

SAN ANTONIO (Tex.) Sept. 17.—Aroused by the “large and con- 
tinuous sale of ginger and cologne extracts within the city limits of 
San Angelo, which are being used as substitutes for alcoholic bever- 
ages.” and “the parking of cars for petting parties at night, on or 
about the various highways that lead from the city of San Angelo,” . 
the Tom Green county grand jury in District Court returned a report 
to Judge Charles E. Dubois declaring theese practices must be stopped. 


The report, signed by W. &. 
Metcalf as foreman of the grand 
jury, declared that the sale of 
extracts for be verazge purposes 
“ig not only detrimental to the 
health of those who use the same, 
but is morally and physically de- 
grading and at the same time a 
violation of the State and nation- 
al prohibition laws.” 

SALES ON INCREASE 


The grand jury investiga- 
tion is said to have revealed the 


.| fact that the sale of ginger and 


cologne had increased to a mark- 
ed extent through both grocery 
and drug stores at San Angelo. 
Reporting upon so-called ‘“pet- 
ting parties,” the jury report de- 
clared them to be “a biot upon 
our civic life which should be 


stamped out and stopped as 
would a plague.” Anything 
which tends to undermine the 


home is “tampering with the very 
taproots of the American civiliza- 
tion” and the jury urged that 
every normal safeguard be thrown 
around the home, “to the end 
that our boys and girls have the 
uplifting influences that obtain 
among a highly civilized and 
dominantly Christian people.” The 
parents were given a more than 
gentle “dig” when the jury de- 
clared that they should at all 
times have the confidence and af- 
fection of their children

EINSTEIN THEORY UPHELD 


Lick Observatory Astronomer Tells Scientists That 
Observations Prove Gravitation Hypothesis — 


That was the announcement of; 
Dr. FR. J. Trumpler, assistant as- 


tronomer of the Lick Observatory, 
Mount Hamilten, Cal., who yester- 
day afternoon delivered an address 
on relativity as represented by the 
Einstein-eclipse problem before the 
seventh annual meeting of the Pa- 
cific vision and Southwest divi- 
sion of the American Association 
for the Advancement of Sctence. 
The lecture was delivered in Bo- 
vard Auditorium, University of 
thern California. 

ring the Inst few years, Dr. 
Trumpler explained, a new task 
has been added to the observation 
program for total solar eclipses— 
the determination of the light re- 
flection in the sun's gravitational 
field. The attention of astronomers 
has been especially attracted to this 
problem by Einstein's prediction, 
an4 the importance of these obser- 
vations Mes in testing one of the 
necessary consequences of Ein- 
stein’s theory, Dr. Trumpler said. 
The problem is: Are rays of light

BOLDTION OF PROBLEM 

The practical solution of this 
problem, Dr. Trumpler said, con- 
sists in photographing the stars in 
the neighborhood of the sun dur- 
ing a total eclipse and then taking 
another photograph of the same 
stars several months after the 
eclipse, when the sun is In a differ- 
ent part of the sky. The second 
photograph can be taken at night 
and will stfiow the stars in their 
normal positions. The two plates 
are then compared by careful dif- 
ferential measures, and after these 
measures have been corrected by 
calculation for the difference in in- 
strumenta!l adjustment, they ve 
the displacements of the stars dur- 
ing the eclipse. 

The first successful observations 
of this effect were made during the 
eclipre of May 29, 1919, by two 
expeditiona of the Greenwich Ob- 
servatory. This eclipse, Dr. Tramp- 
ler stated, was particularily favor- 
able in view of the fact that the 
eun was eituated within a group 
of bright starg The next oppor- 
tunity for setedying the Einstein 
theory was offered by the eclipse 
of September 21, 1922, the Crocker 
expedition of the Lick Observatory 
observing this phenomenon at Wal- 
lal. on the northwest coast of Aus 
tralia. Studies of the photographs 
obtained then have now been al- 
most completed, although impor- 


-| tant information received at the 


latter eclipse has not yet been de- 
ciphered. But astronomers are 
now in a position, through their 
studies of the two eclipses, Dr. 
Trumpler said, to vindicate Ein- 
stein’s generalized theory of rela- 
tivity, which includes his correc-, 
tions of Newton's law of grevita- 
tion. 

METHODS EXPLAINED 

Dr. Trumpler explained in detat) 
methods by which the vindicating 
findings’ were clrecked, eliminating 
the possibility of the results being 
vitiated by systematic errors intro- 
duced either by the telescope, the 
photographic process or the meas- 
ures or the method cf calculation.

“Photographs of the corona and 
of ite spectrum obtained in 1916 
and last year in Australia provide 
evidence in support of the theory 
that the coronal materials are trav- 
eling outward from the sun, that 


they being driven away ‘rom 
the sun] probably never to returp 
to it. It is quite in line with pos- 


sibilities that the sun is gradually 
lost mass in this manner, but 60 
slowly that millions of years would 
be required to produce effects op- 
preciable to a terrestrial observer! 

“And there are good reasons for 
suspecting that the stars in gen- 
eral are slowly losing mass. As- 
tronomers would like to know if all 
the etare have coronas, t coro- 
nal materials representing their 
gradual losses of mass.” 


. TALKS ON SPECTRUM 

Dr. 8. A. Mitchell, astonomer of 
McCormick Observatory, University 
of Virginia, how the 
spectrum of the sun's atmosphere 
is studied at eclipses and the inter- 
pretation of the resulta throagh the 
aid of modern physics. His lecture, 
as the others were, was illustrated 
with many slides.

BUT NO STEAMER 


Capt. Heinrich Luecke of ~ the 
good ship Prineipo sails homeward 
to Bremen today aboard the Iais 
from the local harbor with his 758 
bottles of cognac, which have been 
the eubject of contention in the 
— since the 

neipio reac Angeies Har- 
bor last spring. 

Capt. Luecke contended that the 
liquor was intended for his sick 
wife, but while the boat lay at the 
‘wharf? thieves broke into the locker 
and got some of the precious stuff, 
which they proceeded to place on 


the bootleg market. . This made it 


Meceseary for the prohibition offi- 


cers to act and they “detmined” the 
liquor, United States District Judge 
Bledsoe ordering its destruction. 

No sooner had the Principio 
landed than it was deluged with 
libel actions, Capt. Luecke and the 
first officer bringing suit to recover 
wages alleged to be due. Capt. 
Leucke won a judgment for $5500, 
which was paid. A ttumber of lo- 
eal ship-repairing firms later li- 
beled the boat, and’ it was sold 
after a number of hearings before 
United States Commissioner Long. 
The Principio is now held here by 
the trustees who bought her. 
awaiting a better market for 
freight ships than now appears.
